V. The faid Lanthorns to be ſufficiently maintained with 
good and ſufficient Lights that ſhall continue Burning every 
dark Night yearly, between — and Lady-Day to be- 
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ghts to be Erefted and Maintained in the ſaid City and the 
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gin about Candle-Lighting, or 5 of the Clock in the Aſter- 
noon, and to continue Burning until 12 at Night, or during 
ſo much time thereof as ſhalt not be miignened by the Moon : 
And the ſaid Lanthorns to be Cleanſed and Lamps Snuffed as 
often as there ſhall be occaſion. 

VI. The ſaid Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, Wc. and the Arch-Bi-

IV. After ſuch Certificate made by the Commiſſioners as 
aforeſaid, the ſaid Twentieth part to be indifferently Tax- 
ed by the Treaſurer and Barons of the Exchequer, out 
of the clear yearly Value, (beſides the Deductions aforeſaid) 
of the Premiſes; and every Spiritual perſon to be ſeverally 
and diſtinctly charged in their proper Dioceſs, for the pay- 
ment thereof, whereſoever their Poſſeſſions happen to be or 
lie.

Veſted alſo in the King, His Heirs and Succeſſors, all and fingular the 
Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments whatſoever whereof 
Fobn Hitz-Gerald alias Firz-Gerrard, of Inniſomore, commonly called the 
Knight of Kerry, Captain Fobn Magill of the County of Doun, Ge 
Fleming of Ballingary, or any of them, or any of their Anceſtors whoſe 
Heirs they are, or any other perſons in Truſt for them, or any of them, 
or to their or any of their Uſes, were Seized or Poſſeſſed upon the 22d 
day of October, 1641, notwithſtanding that the ſame were not Seized, Se. 
queſtred or ſet apart upon the account of the ſaid late Rebellion or War, 
are declared as from the ſaid day Forfeited, and to have been * Forfeited 
to the King's Royal Father and to himſelf, His Heirs and Succeſſors; and 
are from that time deemed, declared arid adjudged to have been and to 
be in the real and aftual Poſſeſſion and Seizin of the King's Royal Father, 
and of himſelf, his Heirs and Succeſſors, without any Office or Inquiſition 
thereof found or to be found free and abſolutely diſcharged of and from 
all Eſtates and Titles made before that day by any perſon or perſons 
beinz Tenants in Tail, c. ; ASST 

CXXX. No perſons who by the Qualifications in the former Act have 
not been adjudged Innocent, ſhall be hereafter reputed Innocent, ſo 2 
to claim any Lands, c. but they, and all claiming under them to be de- 
barred ; and the word (and) uſed in that part of the Act relating to Of 
ficers and Soldiers, ſhall be taken disjunctively, as if it had been (or) ſo that 
no Officer or Soldier, his Heirs or Aſſigns, is to be excluded the benefit of 
that Act or this preſent AR, if he had been formerly of the Army, an 
in poſſeſſion of Lands, We. the 7th day of May, 1659, though he * 
not in the Army the 3oth of November, 1660, or at any after time. An 
Proteſtant Adventurers and Soldiers to be firſt provided for, and to have 
as much Forfeited Lands Veſted, Wc. as amounts to Two full Third 15 
of what they had or ouzht to have had, in caſe of deficiency upon 
th of May, 1659. And no Adventurer or Soldier to be remove = 
eſtitution before he be duly poſſeſſed of his 2 Thirds; and where , 
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is a Poſſeſñon of more than 2 Thirds, the Overplus to be cut off, and the 
Commiſſioners to make a Retrenchment ; and where the Poſſeſſion's leſs 


than 2 Thirds, then to he made up out of ſome other forfeited Lands. And 


thoſe removed from the Eſtate of the Duke of Ormonde, or relinquiſhing 
or reprized in Catberlougb, and not decreed away from them, to have like 
liberty of retaining the ſame, or ſo much as amounts to 2 full Third parts. 
And deficiencies of Adventurers in Connaught and Clare, to have their 2 
full Third parts made up in the ſame Barony and County, or in the next 
if conveniently to be done. And where there is an overplus in one Bar9- 
ny and a Deficiency in another, the Adventurer, We. to retain ſo much 
of the overplus as to make up the deficiency 2 full Third parts; and where 
any have more than 2 full Third parts, then to buy the Right of anothers 
deficiency for ſo much, and ſo retain the whole Proteſtant Purchaſers in 
Connaught or Clare illegally removed and kept out of Poſſeſſion, to be reſto- 
red by the Commiſſioners pro Tempore. 

CXXXI. Adventurers on the Ordinances of the Years 1643 and 1647, to 
have no more than the Principal-Money bona fid? amounts to; and to re- 
ceive ſatisfaction for the ſame as other Adventurers have by this Act, by 
allotment of ſo much Land as amounts to ſatisſie 2 full Third parts of the 
Principal-Money paid upon the doubling Ordinances and to continue Poſ- 
ſeſſion as other Adventurers of 2 full Third parts, in caſe ſo much be left 
in their hands not decreed away by the Commiſſioners. 

CXXXII. Boks to be made of the Portion allotted to each Adventurer 
or Soldier, Nc. towards their 2 full Third parts; and of the ſeveral Aug- 
mentations of every Archhiſhoprick or Biſhoprick, the Allotment of Glebes, 
and the Proviſion made for the College of Dublin, the maintenance of the 
Fort at Duncannon, and the Corporation of Bandon-Bridge, and upon Cer- 
tificate under theCommiſſioners Hands and Seals, or the major parr of them, 
of the Lands allotted, Wc. Letters Patents to be paſt under the Great Seal 
of Ireland, without any further Warrant from the King : And that all Let- 
ters Patents granted by vertue of this Act, are confirmed to the Patentees 
againſt the King, and againſt all others, and diſcharged of all Eſtatzs and 
Demands, but not to diſcharge anyQuit-Rents reſerved by the former Att, 
being behind and unpaid, nor that part and proportion of the 300000 
Pounds herein after mentioned, and intended to be raiſed ; nor the mean 
Profits received of Lands ſet out for Engliſh Arrears, or in ſatisfying any 
Titles not ſatisfyable by this or the former Act; nor to diſcharge apy Sums 
of Money, which perſons tranſplanted into Connaught received upon the 
Sale of their Eſtates, and yet have ſince been reſtored to their former E- 
ſtares, or ſome part thereof. If the Letters Patents upon the Certificates as 
aforeſaid be delayed by the Officers (upon tender of their Fees) above ſix 
Months ſpace, that then the ſaid Parties wanting ſuch Letters Patents, ſhall 
enjoy the Lands a'lotted as fully and amply to all intents, as if Letters Pa- 
tents thereof had been Granted : And ſeveral perſons (if they deſire it ) 
may paſs their Lands in one and the ſame Letters Patents. ' 

XXXIII. Where Lands decreed by the former Act to any towards 
their 2 full Third parts, are incumbred, the Commiſſioners for execution 
of this Act, to allot ſo much other Forfeited Lands as to fatizfie for the 
Incumbrance: and where Securities for Money have been allowed by the 
Decrees of the Commiſſioners of the former Act, wherewith the Lands

CXXXIV. Upon Information made to the Lord Lieutenant, Vc. and 
Council, of any concealments by falſe Admeaſurement ; they to cauſe 1 
new Survey to be made of the Parcels and Lots wherein ſuch falſe Ad. 
meaſurement is pretended, according to the Rules preſcribed by this 44 ; 
and ſuch Information to he given within 3 Months after the paſſing of 
this Act, and the new Survey or Admeaſurement to be finiſhed and per- 
fefted within 9 Months next after the paſſing of this Act. 

CXXXV. ere the Eſtate in any Meſfuages, Lands, c. recovered 
by an Iriſh Claimant, by Decree confirmed is not greater than for Life, 
the Commiſſioners to give the perſons againſt whom ſuch Decree has been 
made, their Election to take the Reverſion in Fee of ſuch Lands upon the 
determination of the Life Eſtate, in lieu of their'2 Third parts for the 
fame, or to have their 2 full Third parts ſet out to them preſently out of 
ſome other Forfeited Lands, and to have Certificates from the Commiſſio- 
ners in order to their paſſing Letters Patents either way according to 
their Election. And where the Iriſh Claimant's Eſtate is ſuch in remain-

- CXXXVI. The Commiſſioners with all convenient ſpeed to ſet out to 
the Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops in the ſaid former Act, (in that caſe named) 
and to their Succeſſors for ever, ſuch Augmentations and Allowances, and 
out of ſuch Lands as were formerly held or reputed ſo, in Fee. Farm of 
any Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, Dean, Dean and Chapter, or other Eccleſiaſtical 
Perſon in has or their Politick Capacity, under the reſervation of any 
Chiefry, Rent, or other Duty or Service, in ſuch way as by the ſaid for. 
mer Act is appointed; provided that where Lands diſpoſable by this or 
the former Act, have been Given and Granted to any ſuch Arch. Biſhop 
or Biſhop, and their Succeſſors, by vertue of any Letters Patents under 
the Great Seal of Ireland, bearing date ſince the paſſing of the ſaid former 
Act towards ſuch Augmentations. And if upon Survey and Valuation

So many Acres of Land to he ſer out by the Commiſſioners 
as may endow all and every the Parochial Churches in this Kingdom with 
10 Acres of Glebe at the leaſt, except ſuch Parochial Churches as are en- 
dowed with the like or a greater quantity of Glebe already; and the ſame 
to be ſo allotted as may be moſt contiguous and convenient for them: In 


- which Proviſion Pariſhes united and to be united, by vertue of the Act of 


Parliament for real Union and Diviſion of Pariſhes, Mc. are to be under- 
ſtood but as one Pariſh; and Pariſhes within great Cities and Walled 
Towns are not at all intended to be comprehended. And the like care 
both for contiguity and conveniency 1s to be had in the ſetting out of 
the Augmentations of the ſeveral Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops not already 

rovided for as aforeſaid, as far as may be; and upon Certificate made 
bh the Commiſſioners to the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief, Vc. and 
Council, if they approve thereof, then the Lands ſo ſet out, declared to 
be Veſted and Settled in the ſeveral and reſpective Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, 
and Incumbents of Parochial Churches, and their Succeſſors for ever; 
and Letters Patents thereof to be paſſed by them and their Succeſſors, as 
is directed in caſe of Adventurers, &'c. and to be of like effect, ſubject 
nevertheleſs to the Quit-Rents hereafter mentioned. And the Lands held 
in Fee-Farm, Wc. as aforeſaid, and the ſeveral Impropriations, Veſted in 
the King to remain and continue in the poſſeſſion of the ſeveral Arch-Bi- 
ſliops, Biſhops and other Incumbents, until theirAugmentations and Glebes 
be ſet out and ſatisfied, as aforeſaid; and after that to be Veſted in the 
King to ſuch Uſes as are Limitted by this Act. And all Impropriations and 
Appropriate Tythes Veſted in the King, and by the ſaid former Act Settled 
in the preſent and future Incumbents and their Succeſſors, ſhall remain* 
ſo, ſubje nevertheleſs to ſuch Reſervations, Proviſoes, Wc. as by the 
ſaid former Act they are made ſubject to; ſo that the matters and things 
to be done within two Years after the paſſing of that AR, be likewiſe 
done within the Space of two Years from and after the paſſing of this Act. 

CXXXVIIL All Grants and Conveyances to be made by any Arch-Bi- 
ſnop of any Mannors, Lands, We. Settled upon him and his Succeſſors as 
an Augmentation of his Revenue, as aforefaid other than for 21 Years or 
3 Lives, from ſuch time as any ſuch Leaſe, Grant or Aſſurance ſhall be- 
gin, and whereon the full Moyety of the yearly Value and improved 
Rent as the ſame are worth to be Lett, ſhall be reſerved and payable du- 
ring the ſaid Term of 21 Years, ſhall be utterly void. 

CXXXIX. The Commiſſioners to ſet out ſo many more Acres of profit- 


able Land as may ſecure a yearly Rent Charge of 300 Pounds per Annum, 
to be Iſſuing our of the ſame, to be a perpetual Revenue for the Sup- 


port and Maintenance of the Provoſt of Trinity College near Dublin, and 
his Succeffors, in ſuch way and manner as the Lord Lieutenant, c. and 
Council ſhall diret. And ſo many Acres of like yearly Value of 300 
Pounds fer Annum towards the Support and Maintenance of the Fort of 
Duncannon, to be Settled as aforeſaid; and in this caſe the Rules of Con- 


tiguity need not to be obſerved,but care to be taken of the Value intended 


to be ſecured, The Commiſſioners alſo to ſet out ſo many Acres as may 
be 
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be of the yearly Value of 100 Pounds, to be a perpetual Revenue for the 
Corporation of Bandon-Bridge, and their Succeſſors, to be Granted to them 
by Letters Patents in ſuch manner as aforeſaid. And if Lands for that pur. 

ſe have been ſet out, then the Commiſſioners to cauſe them to be vz. 
ued , and to retrench what exceeds 100 Pounds fer Annum : and if the 
whole fall ſhort of the value, to cauſe the ſame to be ſupplied by further 
Allotments as aforeſaid. | . | 

CXL. The Proteſtant commiſſioned Officers in Service here for the King 
or his Royal Father before the «th of May, 1649, and not excluded by the 
formerAR ; and all others intended thereby to he equally and together fatis- 
fied with them out of the ſame Security, who received no Lands or Money 
for their Service; and alſo Fobn Bartlet, and the Heirs of Thomas Bartlet, 
to enjoy and be continued and confirmed in the Meſſuages and Lands not 
decreed from them by the Commiſſioners of the ſaid former Act, and in 
the benefits ariſing from the redemption of Mortgages, and all other bene- 
fits accruing by the ſaid former Act, other than the Years Rent and Year 
and halfs Rent therein mentioned.

CXLIIL The Order of the Council-Board of Dudlin, dated the 12th of 
Fanuary, 1663, ſetting down Rules for ſtating the Arrears of the Armies 
in Ireland before the 5th of June, 1649, is enlarged as to time; and the 
Commiſſioners to proceed accoſding to thoſe Rules, and purſuant tu them 
and the Rules of this Act, and not otherwiſe ; ſaving to Charles late Earl of 
Montrath, and his Executors and Aſſigns, the benefit of 6000 Pounds due 
for Service before the ſaid day, to be paid out of the Securities aforeſaid, 
equally with any other to he paid their Arrears out of the ſame.

And the ſaid Duke of Ormonde 
to hold and enjoy to him and his Heirs in full ſatisfaction and diſcharge of 
his Arrears as commiſſioned Officer, all and ſingular the forfeited Houſes 
and La::ds in the City of Kilkenny, and in the ſeveral Towns of Clonmel!, 
Carrick, Callin and Iniſhoge, Traly and Dingle, and in the Suburbs and Li- 
berties of the ſaid Cities and Towne (other than what hath been given 
out to Adventurers and Soldiers, and by them, their Heirs or Aſſigns, were 
poſſeſſed upon the 7th day of May, 16 59) he the ſaid Duke paying to the 
King, his Heirs and Succeſſors, yearly for ever out of the ſame, 1 Shilling 
and 6 Pence out of every twenty Shillings yearly Rent, which ſhall be 
had or anſwered out of the ſaid Houſes or Tenements.
